rien before July 1, .1922, and no 
payments of the bonus become ef- 
fective until January 1, 1923. 


The bill as reported provides for 


one dollar per day cash bonus for 
each day served except the first 
sixty days. 
For former service 


men who select otjier than a cash 
bonus $1.25 per day is granted. 


Optional plans, other than the 


rash bonus, provided the bill in- 
clude government insurance, -farm 
and home aid, land settlements and 
vacational training. 


The bill as reported carries no 


appropriation 
and

means for raising the money to pay 
ihe bonus, this matter being left 
until the next session of congress.

Cocoannt Filling.

ter, one teaspoon, vanilla. Put sugar 
and water on to cook, when boiling 
add the cocoanut and lemon juice and 
the corn starch dissolved in the cold 
water 
Cook all together until it 


drops in lumps from the spoon. Cool 
and put between layers 
Cover top 


with white icing 


White Icing. 


Take one and a half rups sugar, 


three-fourths cup of water, whites of 
two eggs, flavor to taste Reserve tw o' 
tablespoons of the sugar 
Put sugar 


and water to boil and cook until it 
spins a thread. Beat eggs stiff and add 
the reserved^ugar slowly; beat until 
stiff and when the sugar and water is 


ready pour slowly over the eggs, add 
flavoring and beat until thick. This 
wil baa soft spongy Icing and can be 
put 
on very thick if beaten long 


enough. This wil! cover a large cake. 
The juice of half lemon to whiten is 
good 
If thin, add two teaspoons of 


baking powder or one of cream of tar- 
tar to icing. 
This will cause it to 


thicken 
To use for filing fill with 


nuts Qr grated cocoanut and put be- 
tween the layers. 


Lady Baltimore Filling. 


One and a half cups of sugar, three- 


fourths cup of water, jolks of 4 eggs, 
one cap of chopped raisins, half cup 


of chopped pecan nuts, one-fourth cup 
of orange juice, one teaspoon of va- 
nilla. Boll sugar and water until it 
spmg~a thread, pour over the beaten 
yolks, beat until It begins to thicken. 
Add all other items, stir until thick, 
spread between the layers (3); cover 
the top with white icing. 


Chocolate Filling. 


Take three cups of sugar, one cup 


sweet milk, two squares chocolatp, 
one-quarter cup butter, one-eighth tea- 
spoon of soda 
Grate or cut choco- 


late, put all together, put over a brisk 
fire and cook until thick, stirring con- 
stantly—if gas stove is used it takes 
About eight to ten minutes to cook. 
If it is tested in cold water it should 
be boiled to a soft ball 
When taken 


from the fire set pan in cold water, 
stir and beat constantly until creamy.' 
It should be put between the layers 


while much softer than for the top. 


If at all uneasy after it becomes 


creamy and thick, leave for a few min- 
utes to see if it will get firm. Then 
melt over a very gentle flr« or hot wa- 
ter until thin enough to spread be- 
tween the layers and top. If it is still 
thin recook and let boil two minutes, 
cool, beat and use. 


If it becomes too hard before using 


add a little water or milk, bring to the 
boil, cool and beat as directed above. 


Caramel Filling. 


Take three cups of sugar, one cup 


sweet milk, one-half cup butter, one- 
eighth teaspoon of soda, one-fourth 
cup of burnt sugar or enough to make 
a pretty tan. 


Put the one-quarter cup of sugar In- 


to a dry pan and brown until ft dark 
sump, being careful not to burn; add 
one-quarter cup of boiling water and 
make a syrup. Add this to the other 
ingredients and cook as directed In the 
chocolate recipe. Put between layers 
and on top. This is enough tor thr«e 
layers and a good thick filling. 


Sweet y&tett. 


Take two cups of flour, one cup of 


sugar, three eggs, two tablespoons of 
butter and half a teaspoon of lemon 
extract 
Cream butter and sugar, add 


eggs and beat light; add flour and fla- 
voring, mix smooth. Heat irons and 
rub with a bit of grease, put piece 
of dough about the size of a hickory 
nut, cook until brown, remove from 
Iron, roll while' hot. 


Plain Wafers. 


Take one cup of sweet milk, one cup 


of flour and a half teaspoon salt. Sift 
flour and salt into a bowl, add half of 
the milk and mix well; half very 
smooth and free of lumps. Add the 
remaining milk, which gives a- very 
thin batter. 
Grease irons well and 


'bake in wafer irons. Keep Irons well 
greaseO.

Usually the organization of 
a 


Yonnf Men's Christian Association 
in a town is the result of a relig- 
ious awakening caused often by 
evangelistic 
meetings 
or

preaching of some powerful resi- 
dent pastor. 
This is a

comment upon the underlying and 
fundamental principles of this or- 
ganization, if it is not an institu- 
tion that promulgates the brother- 
flood of man and closer fellowship 
with God, it has wandered astray 
from tne original idea of instruc- 
tion. 
The 
Loraln 
Y. M. C. A., 


however, did not come from 
any 


snch movement. It was the recog- 
nition of the first of the principles 
mentioned above; the need of fel- 
lowship of man and the service to 
be derived thererrom. It was dur- 
ing 1898 when the steel plant had 
only been established two or three 
years, that the need of a center for! 
community life, especially among 


Life in the mill and in the set-

T i£ such a relief to hare oranges 


down to two or three cents 
apiece again. They have been a 


luxury for so long that every one is 
fairly reveling ia them. And they are 
such a valuable adjunct to the menu! 
A well-known writer on dietetics says 
of them: The principal food value of 
the orange, as far as nutriment is con- 
cerned, Is its sugar. The orange has, 
however, other valuable properties, 
especially from its hygienic standpoint, 
aside from its nutriment. The organic 
salts which it contains , the organic 
acids and other condimental material 
make the .orange an exceptionally 
wholesome fruit, exercising a bene- 
ficial effect upon the digestive process 
and especially aiding in the passage of 
undigested food through the alimen- 
tary canal." 


With such a recommendation we 


should put them on the menu when- 
ever possible. 
An orange 
Bavarian 


cream is a veritable dessert de luxe. To 
make it, heat a half cupful of orange 
juice, a teaspoonful of gratec! rind and 
a fourth l>f a cupful of sugar in a dou- 
ble boiler. Beat two egg yolks with 
another fourth of a cupful of sugar 
and combine the mixture. Cook till 
smooth and thick. Then add a table- 
spoonful of gelatine dissolved in a 
fourth of a cupful of cold water and a 
cupful of heavy cream. Beat till it be- 
gins to stiffen, then pour into a mould. 
Garnish with quarter of orange sprin- 
kled with powdered sugar.

Winter dessert Beat one egg and add 
to it a fourth of a cupful of milk, a 
half cupful of fiour sifted with a third 
of Byteaspoonful of baking powder, half 
a teaspoonful of sugar, a pinch of salt 
and a half tablespoonful 
of melted 


butter. 
Cut two oranges in slices, 


sprinkle with sugar, dip into the bat- 
ter and fry in hot fat till puffy and

brown. Drain on brown paper and 
sprinkle with powdered sugar. Serve 
with orange sauce, made by beating 
the whites of two eggs very stiff and 
stirring into it two- thirds of a cupful 
of powdered sugar, the juice and grat- 
ed rind of one orange and the juice of 
half a lemon. 


Oranges are an almost essential ad- 


dition to most fruit salads and cock- 
tails. For an orange salad, cut the 
oranges into pieces, from which the 
tough, white skin has been carefully 
removed. Make a French dressing by 
the usual recipe, adding a little dry 
mustard to it 
Dress the orange sec- 


tions with this and serve on water- 
cress. 


An orange meringue pie la almost as 


good as one made with lemon. Some 
like it better. Mix together a cupful 
of sugar, a third of a cupful of flour, 
a cupful of orange juice, the grated 
rind of one orange and the juice of half 
a lemon. Cook in a double boiler 10 
minutes, .add 
two tablespoonfuls cf- 


butter and two egg yolks beaten light- 
Cook two minutes and cool. Fill a 
baked pastry shell with this, using the 
whites of the eggs for the meringue on 
top. Brown slightly in the oven.

To Transfer a Pattern. 


Where thin material is to be beaded

fiction and drama is limited, and has 
already been exhausted in many fields. 


I suppose that no scenario 
editor 


should be allowed to slip from one's 
grasp 
without making 
him tell his 


ideas about the position of the photo- 
play in the world of art. especially 
when the editor in question, as in Mr. 
MacAla.rney's case, is an instructor in 
journalism at Columbia University and 


openl.v at you and it should avoid, as 
much as possible, inexcusably harsh 
realism. In so doing, it Is not break- 
ing any artistic tenets. Music, paint- 
ing anf literature do not always rep- 
resent 'life as it really la. They add 
something to life, bring out its finer 
sides, and brighten it. The writer who 
merely reports life, is doing no mora 
than the work of a reporter. To satis- 
fy the -.audience, to make- them leave 
the theater in a comfortable frame of 
mind, the happy ending la often necea- 
-<-ry, and photoplay producers, as well

Few Scenarios Accepted. 


But I am afraid my friend, tha res- 


tauranteur, will be disappointed. The 
proportion of scenarios accepted from 
original writers by the leading pho- 


toplay companies, is so small that the 
odds are greatly against him. and most 
of the origin;J manuscripts which have 
actually been produced en the screen, 
cave come from the pens of trained 
writers, and not 
traveling salesmen, 


stenographers, bankers, bootblacks or 
restaurant-keepers. 


Yet, dear ambitious authors, there 


is still a chance. The 
fault, if fault 


there be, lies with you. And the future 
of scenario writing is in you. hand<. 
No less an authority than Robert E. 
MacAiarney, former editor-in-chief of 
the scenario department of the Famous 
Players-Lasky Corporation and now 
representing the corporation in the 
same capacity at its London produc- 
ing plant, looks to you for the screen 
taies of year; to come. That is, if you 
will learn and study ihe screen.

•ou are seeking entertainment," he re- 
plied to my query regarding the theo- 
ry that the demand for a happy ending 
to every photoplay has destroyed ail 
hope of developing ths screen drama 
as an artistic, rather than a commer- 
cial work. "As a rule you want to 
forget the drab and ugly side of life 
for the time. The photoplay can aid 
you to forget.

HE life of a roving laborer Is 


usually hard everywhere; but 
in the remote West it is 


dreary and full of hardship. Some ad- 
versity he brings at times v.non him- 
self through his passion for alcohol 
and his desire to wander. This migra- 
tory. self-Indulgent type abounds in 
the far West. Of cour-e, there is the 
other type—but he is the exception 
and not the rule—who drinks little or 
nothing Intoxicating, sticks to his 
work and remains in one locality. 


Then there are other causes, too, for 


the roamers changing from place to 
place such as too much hard work and 
some abuses from employers. These 
things do not often excite enthusiasm 
In the minds of most men toward hold- 
ing a job and remaining in one place. 
When one man is numbed by misfor- 
tune and converted into a pawn in the 
industrial world, another is roused to 
thought and action. 
Sometimes the 


means of personal salvation and the 
beginnings of success have their origin 
in hardships and poverty. However, a 
warped 
life generally produces a 


warped view or outlook. Hence arses 
the creed of selfishness—the not en- 
nobling, but pernicious philosophy per- 
taining to industry. 


One encounters on many sides eii- 


dences of this cult. It starts in dis- 
satisfaction with existing conditions 
and terminates by open condemnation 
of them. Capital, it affirms, is not the 
sole transgressor; the government, 
too, is a delinquent. There is a clamor 
for a different regime alike in social 
and industrial life. A motive for im-

equalized. This ethical argument now 


is advanced extensively by the work- 
ers. 


Strange to remark, the malcontent is 


surprised 
if you do not agree with 


him. He may be a foreigner; he may 
be an American. Customarily one is 
as bitter as the other. Is he an idler 
wanting the_harvest without his doing 
the sowing and the reaping? Not al- 
ways. The flotsam or jetsam of life? 
Perhaps. Trtfe it is that rivers daik 
with wreckage are now flowing under 
the bridges of civilization, but how 
much of this debris has been cast 
adrift by the indifference of legislators 
and employers no one krows. 


The Point of View. 


He claims that right has 
been 


wronged, and justice thwarted in vari- 
ous places. Does the occasion demand, 
as he sometimes demands, the reviling 
of government, the 
condemning of 


business and even the execrating of 
revered religion? Must man revert to 
a barbarian and resume the cave-life 
in lieu of civilization? 
Even if the 


clocks be stopped running, time can 
not be turned backward. Ideas thus be- 
got from whatever source are dissem- 
inated through contact of speech and 
association when listening ears soon 
influence susceptible minds.

For he will be forced 
to perform hard work often at a rapid 
pace that will tax his strength and en- 
durance^.

He will find some 
camps provide very poor and coarse 
food, even not properly cooked. His 
bed and shelter for the night may be 
the crudest—a bunk in a tent, a cabin 
or a boxcar on the railroad.

of gaining health and- strength under 
these conditions, some men decline and 
become prematurely old. 


Liberty and Freedom are fine, high- 


sounding words, but the price paid for 
them, even at peaceful work, is often 
exorbitant. A man may breathe God's 
ozone in the open all day, and be sur- 
rounded by a magnificent panorama of 
nature, but if his work is drudgery and 
his leisure monotonous, he is only a 
trifle better off than a potherd of a 
scullion in the city. The wayfarer of 
the 
Far 
West, frequently called "a 


bcomer," builds the railroads • and re- 
pairs them; he makes the wheels turn 
in the mines and the mills; but his 
sacrifice of personal comfort while do- 
ing these things is usually considera- 
bleT 


For instance, the hired man on most 


of the ranches in California must fur- 
m&h his own bedding and sleep in a 
bunk, if not in the barn in a shack 
near-by. Perhaps he cooks and eats 
his food in this shack. He may work 
long hours and have few or no asso- 
ciates at his work. The climate is ideal 
and the scenery beautiful; but do you 
wonder he is or becomes a vagabond, 
roaming the land? 


The next job in a camp in an ad- 


joining state will be similar in regard 
to living, except that he will have 
many working companions. His mealr 
too, will be cooked for him here. He 
most likely did not have to cook on the 
ranch, but he would probably have had 
to eat in a separate building. Many of 
these men have marked characteris- 
tics. Take an example. 


A tall, gaunt figure, clad in blueden- 


im_overalls and a dark red mackinaw 
coat, with his blankets hung on his 
back, crossed over the mountains and 
plodded down into the uesert of Ne- 
vada, where a railroad was being laid. 
He arrived 
before breakfast. 
That 


meal was made up of boiled potatoes,

half-chicory coffee. 
The enamel was 


cracked off the tin dishes in spots, and 
traces of soap and portions of food 
could be noticed remaining in these 
recesses before the man at the table 
used them. If a man happened to sit 
in front of one of these dishes and de- 
tected this sight it was sufficient to 
turn his stomach. It was evident there 
was not much effort at making things 
sanitary here. 


"Silver's'' Experiences. 


The man who had just arrived was 


called "Silver," because his hair and 
mustache were silvei., gray. After 
breakfast lie was told to take a pair 
of "tongs" and help "the steel gang" 
in carrying and laying the rails. Here 
was hard work and plenty of it. The 
pace was fast, without intervals of 
rest.

Where have you been?" when he went 
to the large cities, and saying: "Good- 
by and good luck, 'Silver/ " when he 
was going out He stated that he usu- 
ally carried a bottle with him when 


he was leavmg town. This statement 
amused the crowd.

The telling of stories_ 
and the playing of cards were the only 
amusements. 
But the men tired of 


these and crawled into their bunks at 
an early hour. It being a clear, frosty 
night, "Silver' could look out of the 
box-car window at the stars and hear 
the lonely coyote howl in the moun- 
tains. 


In a month "Silver" giew tired of 


the grind of the work; so he and two 
other men quit and walked over the 
Mils to Reno. The distance was about 
30 miles". It was 8 o'clock that night 
when they reached Reno. The Razzle 
Dazzle, with its glittering lights, ap- 
peared to beckon to them and they 
made their way inside. The three men 
seemed to want to make up for the 
time they had been away from town or 
city. They spent liberally and drank 
freely until dawn. 


"Silver's" money lasted three days. 


It would not have lasted that long 
only for the fact they knew him and 
would not rob him in the Razzle Daz- 
zle.

ter without working. 


The more liquor Silver drank the 


more eloquent he became until he de- 
cided to make a speech in the last bar- 
room. His words were not very com- 
pl'mentary to his audience, so far as 
he spoke, and that was not vary far. 
He started thus: 


"Men 
within my hearing, some of

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This Plane Saves Ten Miles 


Y pulling its cars 
of 
coal 


straight up the mountainside 
at Mahanoy Plane the Phila- 


delphia & Reading railway cuts off 10 
miles and avoids two single-track tun 
nels on its haul from the 'mines to 
Philadelphia. Two stationary engines, 
an endless rope and a small pusher

car, or "barney," is all the equipment 
needed to make the coal climb up the 
hill. 


If this coal was not hauled up ths 


inclined plane to the top of the moun- 
tain it would have to move via Maha- 
noy-City, Tamaqua, Port Clinton and 
Reading on its way to Philadelphia, 
This would add 10 miles to the haul 
on each ton of coal and would necessi- 
tate the moving of the Reading's heavy 
coal trains through the single-track 
Mahanoy tunnel and the tunnel at 
Gauntlet 
Traveling 
via 
Mahanoy 


Plane, the coal moves through Frack- 
ville Junction, Pottsville Junction and 
Auburn to Reading and Philadelphia. 


At the top of the plane, which is 


about 3,000 feet long, are the two sta- 
tionary engines. They operate an end- 
lesa wire rope, which pulls loaded coal 
cars up on one of the tracks on the 
plane at the same tirAe it lets the emp- 
ties down on the other track. Attach- 
ed to the rope is the "barney." At the 
foot of the plane the "barney" drops 
into a subway between the tracks 
while the coal cars move over it Then 
the stationary engines are started, the 
"barney" moves out of the subway up 
the track, gets behind the coal cars 
and pushes them up the hill. 


The speed with which the "barney" 


takes the cars up the hill—it makes 
about 20 trips an hour—is sufficient 
to send the cars coasting down into 
the yards, where they are made into 
trains. If they do not coast down quite 
far enough, an engine with a swinging 
arm comes along, reaches over on the 
next track and pushes the cars on 
down. 


Only two men are required to oper- 


ate the battery of furnaces and boil- 
ers which supply the engines with 
power. Their operation is automatic. 


Lift Win; 


Coal is dropped into chutes 
from 


overhead tracks. It falls upon a re- 
volving grate in the furnace, which 
carries it into the fire. It is carried 
through the furnace on the revolving 
grates, and when it has been burned 
to ashes is dropped off the grates at 
the other end of the furnace into 
chutes, 
which deliver it to waiting 


cars on the tracks below. 


EMONSTRATION and tests of 


the new Handley-Page "high- 
lift" 
wing for aeroplanes 


seem to indicate a practical success. 


From the accompanying diagram it 


will be seen that the new wing is 
roughly on the lines of a Venetian 
blind. There are a number of small 
planes with a slot or airway between 
each; instead of decreasing the list, as 
may easily be imagined by the unini- 
tiated, the action of these slots con- 
verts each narrow plane into a sep- 
arate wing with a maximum amount of 
lift on each. Its action is similar to 
the action of the separate feathers of a 
bird's wing, but whereas the feathers 


overlap (the front feather overlapping 
the second, and so on), with the Hand- 
ley-Page invention each plane is clear- 
ly divided by a slot 


With only a single plane fitted in 


front of the leading edges of the or- 
dinary planes of a D. H. 9 aeroplane, 
the lift of the machine has been in- 
creased 55 per cent, and the length of 
the get-off and landing rjuns cut dcrwn. 
Wind tunnel tests have been carried 
out on model wings with five, six an* 
seven slots or airways, and it has 
been found that these give about four 
times as much life as an ordinary wing 
of the same area. 
Future develop- 


ments will allow for the alteration of 
the angle of the planes to be controlled 
by the pilot.
